Cairo's official Middle East News 
Agency later dented the “Al-An- 
war" report and charged that a 
certain Arab government ‘was 
spreading such false reports to 
“confuse public opinion.” 

A strongly-worded commentary 
distributed by the agency did not 
name this government, but hinted 
tt could be Libya. 

An Egyptian Government spokes- 
man earlier said the report wag “ab- 
solutely unfounded.” The agency 
said such reports, had been pub- 
lished by “some newspapers which 
are financed by a-eertain Arab Gov- 
ernment known for its suspect 
trends.” 

According to “Al-Anwar” the at- 
tack on Sadat's motorcade took 
place at 4:00 p.m., hours after the 


attack on the academy had been 
quieted. 

In the interval between the two 
events, Sadat made a major poli- 
tical speech at mid-day to a joint 
session of the People’s Council (par- 
liament) and the executive comit- 
tee of the Arab Socialist Union 
(ASUS. 

“Al-Anwar” said Sadat was driving 
in the motorcade to the military 
academy when unidentified assail- 
lants fired on the official cars. It 
did not say how close to the aca- 
demy the motorcade was at the 
time of the attack. : 

It said on Thursday evening Se- 
dat was scheduled to go to Cairo 
airport to meet Sudanese President 
Jeafar Numeiri, stopping over after 
a visit to London. But Sadat sent 
Vice-President Hussein Shafei to 


meet Numeiri instead, the news-. 


paper said. It said Numeiri drove 
to Sadat immediately after his er- 
vival and congratulated him.on his 
escape. 

“Al-Anwar," which carried the 
Sadat report exclusively, is Betrut's 
second largest newspaper, with 4 
circulation of about 50,000. In Bei- 
rut press circles it is considered 
authoritative, especially on Egyp- 
tian affairs. 

Libyan Interior Minister Khuwelldi 
Hamidi arrived suddenly in Cairo 
on Monday night and was under- 
stood to have been briefed on the 
investigation into the attack on the 
academy. 


Turkish terrorist caught 
in bus two years after crime 


ANEARA (Reuter), — A Turkish 
urban guerrilla who took part in 
the gunning down of the commander 
of the nation’s gendarmerie in front 
of his Ankara home two years ago 
has been captured in a bus by 
traffic police, it was officially an- 
nounced on Monday. 

An identity card found on the 
man, Hasan Ataol, 25, a former 
university student, showed that he 


* bad returned home four days ago 


from a Palestinian commando train- 
ing camp, the sub-governor of the 
town of Gurun told reporters. 

On being recognized by a police- 
man, Ataol opened fire in the bus, 
the official said. No one was hurt 
and the man was quickly over- 
powered, he added. 

In May 1972 four leftwing ex- 


tremists opened fire with sub- 
machinegums on the then gendarm-~ 
erle commander, General Kemalet- 
tin Eken, seriously wounding him, 
his wife, and an aide and driver 
after the government had defied 
their demands for the release of six 
guerrillas under sentence of death 
for terrorist activities. 

A Turkish Airlines DC-9 jet 
hijacked to Sofia, Bulgaria, by four 
gunmen the day before was released 
with its 68 passengers and crew 
despite the government's refusal to 
free the six'members of the Turk- 
ish People’s Liberation Army.

ATHENS, — Two Arab terrorists, 


who killed five persons and injured 
55 at Athens airport last August, 
had their death sentences commu-~ 
ted to life imprisonment by Greece's

Shafik Arid, 22, and Talal Khan- 
touran, 21, both Jordanian, were 
sentenced by an Athens criminal 
court jast January to the death 
penalty on five counts and 27 years 
imprisonment on six. other charges. 
Two attempts by other Arab ter 
rorists forcefully to secure their re- 
lease had failed. 

The decision of the Council of 
Pardons was taken after the Sup- 
reme Court rejected the appeal 
for clemency and retrial and handed 
the case over to the Justice Minis- 
try. 

The two terrorists said in their 


‘trial they had mistaken New York- 
bound passengers for immigrants 
going to Israel and had fired ma- 
chinegun bursts and threw hand 
grenades at them.

Legal experts here believe that 
the President of the Republic will 
endorse the pardon committee’s de- 
cision and that the Arabs may then 
be deported.

NICOSIA (AP). — Fifty armed 
masked men of the Eoka-B  anti- 
government underground raided the 
village of Anglysides on Monday 
night, rounded up some of the 
people and beat up seven of them, 
ineluding the village priest, it was 
reported here yesterday. 

It was the first large operation 
by Eoka-B since its mew leader 
proclaimed a truce last January 
following the death of General 
George Grivas, the underground’'s 
long-time leader and founder. 

Since its formation by Grivas 
nearly three years ago, Eoka-B 
has heen trying to overthrow Cyprus 
President Archbishop Makarias and 
proclaim Enosis — ‘the union of 
Cyprus with Greece. Grivas’ suc- 
cessor has not been identified. 

All the attacked men were sup- 
porters of President Makarios or 
of the pro-Makarios leftist Edek 
Party.

MILAN (AP). — A bomb explosion 
early yesterday damaged Milan's 
main tax collecting office and near- 
by buildings. Another bomb explod- 
ed in Lecco, wrecking a building 
housing the local office of the 
Marxist-line Socialist Party, a gov- 
ernment partner. 

No one was injured in the two 
blasts, police said. But damage to 
the buildings was serious.

DENPASAR, Bali {AP). — An In- 
donesian search and rescue team 
tracked its way through dense jungle 
yesterday to the site where the 
Pan American 707 jetliner crashed 
ou Monday night with 107 persons 
aboard, but found no signs of sur- 
vivors. 

Aviation offcials said the team 
could not do much on the moun- 
tainous terrain because of darkness. 
They said the team was preparing 
a landing place for helicopters to 
ligt out bodies of the victims. 


Troops were reported clearing a 
seven-kilometre track to the inac- 
cesstble area where the plane went 
down on “Paradise Island.” 

Earlier, officials at Bali airport 
Said a pilot had spotted scattered 
parts of the plane and the Indo- 
nesian communications department 
said there were no signs of sur- 
vivors. 

President Suharto ordered all-out 
efforts to retrieve the bodies of the 
victims of the biggest air crash in 
Indonesia's history. The plane went 
down in the mountainous terrain 
of the 1,200-metre Mt. Mesehe, 60 
km. northwest of the Ball capital 
of Denpasar. 

The plane carried 17 Americans, 
29 Japanese, 18 French, 11 Austra- 
lians, five Germans, three Cana- 
dians, two Chinese, three Filipinos, 
two Indonesians and an Indian.

LONDON. — Inevitable comparisons are being 
drawn between Senator Edward Kennedy's 
current visit to the Soviet Union and the 
trip to South Africa of his late brother, Bobby, 
in the mid-'sixties.

In the past year 22 new Indust- 
rial ventures were started in collec- 
tive settlements, among them nine 
Plants producing plastic articles, 
five textile and leather factories, 
two in the electric and electronic 
branch, one food, one wood, one 
wood, one metal factory, 2 print- 
ing press, and two enterprises pro- 
ducing trinkets. In the next year, 
st least 25 new factories are ex- 


δ pected to be set up, though plans 


exist for double thia number. The 
annual output of kfbbutz factories 
‘already approximates %L1.56b., Le. 
about, say, seven per cent of in- 
dustry's total, hut their investments 
are currently running at an annual 
IL250m, Le. almost 15 per cent. 

Moreover, the above date refers 
only to the enterprises established 
by {ndlvidual kfbbutzim, which cur- 
rently number 247, and do not in- 
clude the many regional projects, set 
up for storing grading. packing 
and processing agriculture products. 
While these plants form separate 
entities, most of them are also part- 
ly owned and managed by the ad- 
jacent kibbutzim which grow the 
respectiva crops. 

‘The importance of industry for 
collective setilements has grown 
rapidly, owing to the natural limita- 
tion of the land and water resources 
they can use. Manufacturing invest- 
ments already exceed the amounts 
put into farming. While a few years 
ago setting up a manufacturing 
Plant was considered a turning 
Point in the development of a kib- 
butz, today a growing number of 
kibbutzim maintain several indust- 
rial ventures, both In order to pro- 
vide additional employment for their 
Members and im order to spread 
the risk involved, amd to balance 
the eventual ups and downs in the 
required labour input. 

‘The war initially hit the kibbuts 
fectories harder than others. The 
cal up of manpower in the kib- 
butzim was heavier by percentage 
than elsewhere, and so were the 
casualties. Furthermore, the proxi- 
mity of a number of these plants 
to the cease-fire lines made itself 
felt In more dislocations and out- 
right work stoppage. And their re- 
moteness from the country’s ports 
and major cities made them parti- 
cularly affected by the shortage of 
road transport. However, in most 
cases they were able to recover 
fairly rapidly, partly owing to mu-

Wives believe New tourism man,

OXFORD, England (UPI). — Wives 
of striking workers from a local 
ear factory have rejected as unfair 
the suggestion they deny sex to 
their husbands unti! the men go to 
work. 

The advice was sent to the wo- 
men from Britain's National House- 
wives Association, whose spokes- 
man, June Wall, said: 

“If your husbands are on strike, 
stage a strike of your own — no 
meals, no washing-up, ao housework, 
no ex." 

The wives are trying to end a 
walkout by 150 transport drivers 
who left their jobs because factory 
managers refused to deal with a 
Communist union official.

THE F ALASHAS 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir, — We were moved and 


shocked by Louis Rapoport'’s detafl-_ 


ed report. on the ordeal of the 
Falashas (April 12). The word 
“genocide” is often carelessly used 
today; this is a genuine case of it. 


The refusal of the Government 
and certain of the religious auth- 
orities to do anything m to 
help these people — who, if they 
are not Jews, have certainly paid 
the dues for being Jews — is 
despicable. ᾿ 

We fail to see how the Falashas 
are any more questionable in their 
Jewish practices than were Jews 
from Russia or the Atlas Mountains, 
all of whom we accepted e' 
though halachicaly ignorant 
of circumstances beyond their con-* 
trol. Chief Rabbi Yosef's decision 
should have settled the matter, In 
any case, even if there is doubt, 
should not the Talmudic principle 
of saving a life have first con- 
sideration? 

Israel is certainly capable of 
bringing and absorbing 20,000 Fal- 
ashas, far fewer than we receive 
from the U.S.S.R. in one year. And 
our hesitation in consideration of 
Ethiopie’s relations with us is ben- 
eath contempt.
